A MODERN MIRACLE 


Sogn og Fjordane is the name 
of a province in western Norway. 
It has a reputation at home and 
abroad for its dramatic nature, for 
its fjords and high mountains. 
Unfortunately these mountains are 
not rich in resources, they yield no 
valuable minerals, they nourish 
little vegetation. The soil is a 
mixture of moraine gravel and 
marshland. The lot of the farmer 
here is a sorry lot indeed. 

There are places in this province 
where the total rainfall measures 
three thousand millimeters. There 
are other areas where the rainfall 
is a record low. The province has 
the. lowest average income in the 
country. Only one per cent of the 
total area of the province can be 
cultivated. Of the fai'ms one third 
have a total area of less than 8 
acres. Sheep and goats came quite 
naturally to be the main source of 
income. 

Of all the poor municipalities in 
this province, Ardel in 1940 was the 
poorest, with an average annual 
income per capita of a mere 536 
kroner. It was sd rocky, so barren 
and bleak that there was once talk 
of evacuating the entire valley and 
letting all its inhabitants move to 
America. 

Today there are more than 600 
people living there. They enjoy 
their modern houses, they have 
electric lights, radios, refrigerators 


and television. Streets and roads 
are asphalt covered. Schools were 
built, a library, a new city hall, 
and a public swimming pool. In 
short, all the characteristics of 
modern urban life are to be found 
in Ardel today. In this remote 
isolated mountain valley, large 
industrial installations and an entire 
city have been constructed in the 
brief span of 15 years. 

It sounds like a fairy tale, and 
it is a modern miracle. It is the 
fairy tale of the aluminum industry 
and its triumphant entry into a 
poor and isolated rural society. A 
fairy tale of thousands of new jobs 
created — of fresh hope, of men and 
women moving back to depopulated 
areas. There were many reasons 
why the production of aluminum 
was chosen for the new industry 
in the remote district of Ardel. 

The decisive factors were no 
doubt, the great source of natural 
energy available in the immediate 
vicinity of the place of production 
and the ice-free harbor ensuring 
year-round supply of raw materials 
and export of the finished product. 

The production of aluminum is 
the highest energy consuming elec¬ 
tro-metallurgical processes In the 
world. Eighteen to twenty kwh are 
needed to produce one kilogram of 
metal. Very large quantities of 
cheap electric power are needed to 
make the production possible. And

Sweden’s exports of furniture rose 
by 20 per cent last year, reaching 
about 60 million kroner or nearly 
$12 million. Over the past seven 
years, export sales have increased 
fourfold. The leading customer is 
Denmark, followed by the United 
States and West Germany. The 
Swedish furniture industry com¬ 
prises some 400 factories with 
13,000 employees. Half of them 
are located in the southern prov¬ 
ince of Smaland. While most of 
the factories are small, there is a 
growing trend towards larger manu¬ 
facturing units. Sweden’s furniture 
imports have also increased consid¬ 
erably in recent years. The lead¬ 
ing suppliers are Denmark, Nor¬ 
way and Germany. 

* • • 

A 320-year-old promise to let 
some Delaware Indians see Sweden 
is being honored by Swedish auth¬ 
orities and organizations. Four 
such Indians, who hve in Oklahoma 
and in Ontario, Canada, have been 
invited to visit Sweden this sum¬ 
mer. They are expected to leave 
New York by SAS on June 1. The 
first initation was issued in the 
sixteen-forties when Sweden had a 
colony in the Delaware Valley. 

in the very heart of Norway’s 
mountain world — Jotunheimen — 
out' thousand meters above sea 
level and only 20 kilometers distant 
from Ardel, there are numerous 
lakes and rivers ready to be tapped 
in order to satisfy the essential 
need of the aluminum producers — 
cheap and abundant electric power. 

The new aluminum works were 
granted the right to utilize the 
waters of an area of almost 800 
square kilometers. Today the six 
hundred thousand tamed horse 
power of the Tyin and Fortum- 
Grandfastor system give the power 
stations of Ardel Verk a source of 
potential energy of two billion kwh 
annually. This is sufficient electric 
power to produce 110,000 tons of 
crude aluminum.

At 125 Avenue and 142 Street a large sign has been 
erected which says "THE FUTURE HOME OF THE SCAND¬ 
INAVIAN CENTRE." We have raised sufficient money to 
make a beginning of this future home. Now we are in a 
most important phase — the actual planning of the Centre 
and the over-all development of the 3.28 acres which we 
have acquired. 

It is of utmost importance that we have an over-all 
development plan which can be completed piece by piece, as 
funds permit. Into the planning must go much thought and 
imagination. With this view in mind, the planning committee, 
under the chairmanship of S. J. Johnson, are inviting the 
Scandinavian Committees to attend a special Planning 
Meeting. 

At the directors' meeting of July 9, Mr. Hollands of the 
Architectural firm of Rensaa and Minsos, presented a new 
set of plans. The basic plan was favorably received, and the 
architects were instructed to proceed to develop the details. 
The great merit of the new plan is that the first unit can be 
built and completed with the funds on hand, namely $75,000 
less $10,000 for land. 

A costing committee, with Don Shaw as chairman, has 
been set up. This committee will determine the anticipated 
revenue and expenditure in the operation of the Centre. The 
approach will perhaps be one in which its operational expense 
will be determined first, then ways and means must be found 
to raise the needed money. 

The results of the Planning Committee meeting will be 
presented to the shareholders for final approval on August 13.

Apartheid 
Denounced 
In Parliament 

The Norwegian Parliament lias 
unanimously voted Kr. 250,000 to 
assist refugee youth from the Union 
of South Africa, primarily by 
providing educational fellowships. 
The money will be distributed by 
a committee comprising representa¬ 
tives of Oslo University, the Nor¬ 
wegian South Africa Committee, 
and the Norwegian Refugee Council. 

In a separate action, Parliament 
unanimously endorsed a report from 
the Foreign Affairs Committee urg¬ 
ing the Government to contact the 
other Nordic Governments with a 
view to joint action through UN 
to prevent the racial conflict in 
South Africa from becoming a 
threat to world peace. 

Foreign Minister Halvard Lange 
pledged that the Noiwegian Gov¬ 
ernment would promptly consult 
with the other Nordic Governments 
to explore ways and means of 
preventng such a development. Mr. 
Lange said the question of South 
Africa’s Apartheid policy would 
likely be raised in the United 
Nations next fall. He expressed 
hope that a move to stop the ship¬ 
ment of arms and other military 
equipment to South Africa might 
win general support. However, he 
saw slight prospects for a general 
embargo against South African 
goods. 

Laborite Jacob Pettersen stressed 
that the success of economic sanc¬ 
tions would depend upon support 
from the major trading nations. 
He deplored that some still sell 
arms to South Africa. 

Conservative AIv Kjos observed 
that all MP’s were agreed on de¬ 
nouncing South Africa’s racial 
policies. The only difference of 
opinion is in regard to which mea¬ 
sures may be most effective.

American Specialist 
Reports On Care Of 
Aged In Norway 

Medical Annals of the District of 
Columbia, April 1963, contained a 
report on care of the aged in 
Norway by Theodore Wiprud, Spec¬ 
ial Assistant to the Executive Vice 
President of Medical Service of the 
District of Columbia, who observed 
in part: 


First Joint-owned 
Power Plant 

The first Norwegian-Swedish own¬ 
ed power plant, Lindvassalv Kraft- 
verk, was officially dedicated in 
a recent ceremony. The event 
marked a significant forward step 
in the ever expanding hydropower 
co-operation between Sweden and 
Norway. 

Located in Jamtland, Sweden, 
near the joint border, the power 
plant receives its water supply 
from Lake Limingen on the Norwe¬ 
gian side. The total development 
and construction cost is Norwegian 
Kr. 70 million. Two generators, 
with a combined capacity of 74,000 
kw, can produce about 205 million 
kWh’s annually. Sweden’s share is 
105 million kwh’s, with 100 million 
going to Norway. 

Lindvassalv power plant was 
built as a joint venture by the 
Norwegian province of North Tronde- 
lag, the Swedish Brannalvens Kraft 
A/B, and the Norwegian State. 
Swedish companies financed 70% of 
the cost and Norwegian interests 
30%. 

At present, the Norwegian share 
of the power output is being sold 
to Sweden. There is a direct trans¬ 
mission line from Lindvassalv in 
case North Trondelag may need its 
share, because of drought-caused 
regional power shortage. 


“Few are aware that this is a 
country poor in natural resources. 
Only by dint of hard labor have 
her people wrested a good living 
from her stony soil, turbulent 
streams, and the sea. In the pro¬ 
cess, Norwegians have become a 
hardy race. 

“Today, with a population slightly 
in excess of 3,600,000, Norway has 
the highest life expectancy in the 
world. The average for male in¬ 
fants is 71 years and for females, 
75 years.

The Troubles Of Drama Supervisor 
Esse W. Ljung-h

“Vancouver Son” 

The life of Esse W. Ljungh is 
haunted by the sound of knitting 
needles. 

As the drama supervisor for both 
CBC radio and television the 
Swedish-born dramatist carries with 
him the unhappy vision of a group 
of little old ladies in a Sarnia 
church basement, knitting away 
like Madama LaFarge at the 
guillotine and looking for things on 
the CBC that will push his head 
under the knife. 

Ljungh is a short middle-aged 
man with a bristly moustache and 
rather stern countenance in repose, 
who could pass for a French- 
Canadian business man. 

But behind the facade hides a 
volatile lover of the arts with a 
prodigous sense of humor, a warm 
friendliness and a broad tolerance 
of all people and all things. He 
smiles broadly and often. 

He is rabidly Canadian although 
he did not come to Canada until 
1927 after graduating in dramatic 
arts from Uppsala University in 
Sweden. And while he jokes about 
it, it annoys him that, people will 
ask: “Why are you so excited about 
Canada?” 

He faults Canadian authors and 
dramatists for writing plays and 
books about other countries, when 
there is a wealth of material in 
this country’s history and traditions. 
He feels it is a part of the OBC’s 
responsibility to romanticize these 
things and bring them to the public 
in acceptable form. 

To this end he is working toward 
the Centennial of 1967 despite con¬ 
stant harassment from historians 
and others who take a rigid acade¬ 
mic line and turn pale at any 
literary licence which has built 
relatively obscure figures ignoring 
the facts. 


I It annoys him that the U.S. turns 
such men as Davy Crockett into 
great heroes, not only for then- 
own children but for ours as well. 

Another annoyance is the attitude 
of English-speaking Canadians to 
any expression of the French-speak¬ 
ing Canadians. 

To a tolerant man like Ljungh it 
is a dreadful situation. 

Right now, he is in some hot 
water over the CBC television pres 
entation of Richardson’s Gallow 
Humor on which his little old ladie: 
leaped with glee and flooded th 
CBC with written protests. 

Esse defends it fiercely. No 
necessarily because he likes it. H 
thinks the avant garde, the theatr 

— a sort of dramatic growing pair 

— and that it will pass away. 

But he feels these people whc 

write these destructive plays hav 
something to say and he is willinj 
to go to great lengths to defenc 
their right to say it. 

It annoys him that the U.S. use: 
which protects him in his position. 
His explosive laughter combinec 
with a fine appreciation of subtlet; 
takes him past the worst points. 

But it is a lonely battle for th 
most part. People who approve o 
the program he fights to get ot 
CBC never write. Only thos 
clicking needles in the churc 
basement ever get through. 

But even about them, he has th 
tolerance of humor. They protes 
some of the language that snea 
into the realistic plays. 

“Somehow,” says Esse, “I ju 
can’t imagine a big lumberjac 
having a tree fall on his foot an 
saying ‘Oh, dear’.” 

The dramatic arts in Canada ma 
fall far short of what a lot < 
people desire. But as long as fai 
minded fighters like Esse Ljung 
are on the scene, there is gre£ 
hope.
